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COMMITTEE APPOINTRIBO INVESTIGATE THE ACCOUNTS 


OF THE TOWN FOR THE YEAR 
1837-8. 


A. AND A. BEARD, PRINTERS, NASHUA. 


By vote of the town, passed at the last annual 
meeting, the undersigned were appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate the accounts of the Selectmen 
and of the town for the year ending 13th March, 
1838. In pursuance of that vote, the committee 
have attended to the duties assigned them, and sub- 
mit the following, as the result of their enquiries. 

On entering upon the discharge of their duties, it 
was supposed by the committee, that the whole ground 
necessary to be examined, would be covered by the 
questions, How much money accrued to the town 
during the year ending 13th March, 1838, and from 
what sources? And, How much was paid out dur- 
ing that year on account of the town, and for what 
purposes Full answers to these enquiries would 
give to the town all the information desired on the 
subject of their financial concerns for that year, and 
the committee entered upon their duties with these 
enquiries before them, and have kept them in view 
throughout the whole of their investigations. At an 
early period, the Selectmen for that year were called 
upon by the committee, to lend their aid in the examin- 
ation of the accounts and papers, and opportunities 
were given them to make any explanations and state- 
ments relating to the matters considered, which they 
might deem necessary to a full understanding of the 
subject. Very great embarrassments and difficulties 
were experienced by the committee at the outset, on ac- 
count of the want of regular accounts and vouchers, 
and the utter disorder and confusion in which the pa- 
pers pertaining to the business of the town for that 
year were found. Many days labor on the part of the 
committee, aided by the Town Clerk, were required 
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to correct, arrange, and file such of the papers as 
were found in the town-chest, and it was soon ascer- 
tained that many vouchers and other important pa- 
pers were wanting... [he account of receipts and 
_ disbursements was * fourid to have been kept in an ex- 
ceedingly loosevand itregular manner ; some of the 
accounts being ikept in a book in the possession of 
the Superintendent of the Poor Farm; others in an 
account book belonging to one of the Selectmen, in 
which his private accounts were kept, and which con- 
sequently was retained in his hands, as his private pro- 
perty ;—and all the accounts were kept with so little 
of order or system, as to render it a matter of much 
labor and difficulty to give them proper investigation. 

‘The committee, however, have waded through the 
task, and it is believed that notwithstanding the dif- 
ficulties and embarrassments in the way of an accu- 
rate statement of the accounts of the town for that 
year, the subjoined statement cannot be far from ac- 
curate. ‘That some slight errors may exist, is not 
unlikely, and it 1s possible that some disbursements 
made by the Selectmen on account of the town may 
have escaped the research of the committee, but it 
is confidently believed that they are not of such mag- 
nitude as very materially to affect the result. 

The first inquiry which the committee proposed to 
themselves was, How much money accrued to the 
town during that year, and from what sources? And 
the following statement is submitted as an answer to 
the inquiry, viz:

From this statement it appears that about one 
thousand dollars of this sum was hired upon notes 
‘given in behalf of the town, and it was ascertained 
that one of the orders given during the year was 
drawn in faver of the Cashier of the Nashua Bank, 
_for the purpose of having it discounted there, and 
was taken by the Selectmen to the Bank and the 
cash received upon it. ‘Che amount of this order 
was one thousand dollars, and it is yet outstanding. 
It was also ascertained that two other orders were 
given—one for $736 75, in payment of the Gibson 
note; the other, for $200, in payment of the note to 
the Nashua Bank, above mentioned; and these two 
orders are also outstanding. ‘The committee have 
examined the records of the town, in order to ascer- 
tain whether any authority was given to the Select- 
men for that yoo to raisé money by loan, and they 
find no record of any vote of the town authorizing 
such loan. It is unnecessary for the committee to 
say, that in this proceeding the Selectmen acted be- 
yond their authority. ‘Chey have no power to raise 
money by loan, without a vote of the town to that 
efiect. ‘Chey may appropriate the funds raised by 
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the town to defray the current expenses of the town, 
and if these are insufficient for that purpose, they 
may contract for the services or materials required 
upon the credit of the town, and the town would be 
bound by such contract. But the town are not holden 
to the payment of any note given, or to the fulfil- 
ment of any contract made by their Selectmen for 
the loan of money, untess they have authorized such 
loan by their vote. ‘The committee are, therefore, 
of the opinion, that the town are not liable by law 
to pay these three orders, amounting to the sum of 
$1936 75, and that the only legal remedy of the 
holders of these orders is upon the Selectmen per- 
sonally. But, whatever may be the legal liabilities 
of the town, other considerations would probably 
lead the town to such action upon the subject as 
would render perfect justice to all. The holders of 
these orders have advanced the money upon them, 
and if that money has been appropriated for the use 
of the town, the orders should be paid. If the money 
has not been so appropriated, it would be perfectly 
just to leave the holders of the orders to their remedy 
against the Selectmen, and let the Selectmen recover 
of the town whatever sums they may have properly 
applied to the use of the town.

which being deducted from the amount of receipts, 
shews a balance of six hundred dollars and sixty 
eight cents, unaccounted for. 

The committee have in all cases credited the dis- 
bursements for which they have found vouchers, and 
also such as, from the statements of the Selectmen, 
they were satisfied had been made, and for which no 
vouchers were found. It is proper to remark, that 
the amount of abatements, stated above, 1s the amount 
‘ef ail abatements of which they could find any record 
or memorandum, and it falls short of the sum stated 
in the Report of the Selectmen by the sum of $53 99.. 
The committee were assured by one of the Select- 
men, that the true amount was that given in the Re- 
port, and that there was a memorandum among the 
papers from which it would so appear, but that it 
was mislaid. It is probable that this sum ought to 
be added to the disbursements, and also a small 
amount on account of interest, which might reduce 
this balance $75 or $100, leaving a balance unac- 
counted for, of from $500 to $525.

_ Ist. 50 paupers to be quartered in two rooms about 16 fi. square, and 
two chambers of the same size; one of whichrooms was used for cook- 
ang and eating, and one for the use of those who were old and infirm, 
and the two chambers were occupied as sleeping rooms, which were 
too well filled to be comfortable—neither of which were plastered—. ~ 
there being no room ito use in case of sickness. They therefore pro- 
ceeded to make additions and repair the old building so far as to make 
-them comfortable and convenient for the family, which they have done 
on as economical a plan as they were capable of doing. ‘They there- 
fore request all who are not familiar with the premises ‘to call and com- 
pare the establishment as it was last spring and as it is at the present 
time, and judge for themselves whether it was expedient or not, ee

During the past year there* has been several families who were not 
at the poor house, who were sick and not able to be removed there, whe 
jhave been assisted at the expense of the town, which is included in the 
above cost. Taking into view that the paupers have been nearly one 
third more in number than in any previous year, the number assisted 
out of the establishment and the price ol provisions being nearly one 
third higher, we think the establishment will not suffer by comparison 
with any previous year, or with any other town in this vicinity. 

Orders have been drawn on the Treasury, amounting to $14,089 37, 


| being $3,891 93 above the available funds, which may be accounted for .

the town. 2d, The euiding of a culvert near the bridge. 3d, Repairing 


the hill north of Nashwa bridge. 4th, Repairing poor house. 5th, Ex- 
penses of small pox; all of which have been unavoidable of very ne- 
cessary, which were not in view at the time of raising money at the 
last annual meeting, there not haviag been so much money raised for 
the current expenses of the town as usual. 

It will be seen by the report of the committee to loan the surpluse 
revenue that the interest which‘ will be due previous to July, will 
amount to $961 17, which will be at the disposal of the town. .
